Different m otives moved in the 
hea rts of those who consulted the 
Scriptures on tha t fa r-off da y in 
J erusa lem . Herod, while hy pocrit­ 
ica lly professing fo wa nt to worship, 
rea lly wa s looking into it so tha t he 
might kill J esus. 
There a re hy po­ 
crites who study God’s Word in our 
da y for the sa m e purpose while os­ 
tensibly worshiping. 
The people of 
J erusa lem ha d the curious by sta nd­ 
er’s interest in a n unusua l event. 
They ha ve their counterpa rt in our 
churches a nd com m unities on this 
Christma s Da y of 19 38. 
Then there 
were the chief priests a nd scribes, 
who ha d a purely professiona l in­ 
terest in finding wha t the Scriptures 
ta ught 
concerning 
this 
promised 
One. 
There a re plenty of tha t kind 
of religious lea ders a nd workers to­ 
da y . 
None of these a ctua lly sought the 
Sa viour except the Wise Men. Tha nk 
God for the thousa nds of men, wom­ 
en, a nd children who will toda y seek 
the Christ who is the very rea son 
for the observa nce of Christma s, 
but who ha s been a ll but lost in the 
nonsense a nd com m ercia lism tha t 
ha ve pra ctica lly ruined Christma s 
a s a sa cred ‘‘holy da y .” 
IV’. Worship Him (vv. 10-12). 
These fa ithful seekers found Him, 
a nd in Him they found joy (v. 10), 
worship (v. 11), opportunity for sa c­ 
rifice of self a nd gifts (v. 11), a nd 
fellowship with God in the grea t 
work of redemption (v. 12).
